Bass's.—We attended on Wednesday 
the 2st inst., a performance of Othello, 
and .f Bird in the Hand is worth Two 
tn the Bush. he latter is a drama of 
more than average merit, and was originally 
produced at the Surrey Theatre at the 
commencement of the present year.— 
Othello was played throughout very 
fairly. Mr. Ernest Granville asthe Moor, 
showed that he had taken great pains to 
master a difficult character, and with some 
success. He possesses a good, clear voice. 
and freedom of action. His stature is 
short—a fault he CANNoT prevent, and 
his declamation is very monotonous—a 
fault which he can prevent. By paying 
attention to this very important branch, he 
will be enabled to render greater justice 
to his really good conception of the part. 
The lago of Mr. Digby was also very 
carefully played. In the business of the 
part, he was especially good. Mr. 
Villiers’ Cassio deserves credit for playing 
so well at so short a notice. We think 








we have seen him in this part before, 


Che drinking scene was got through very 
well; but will repay further study. The 
Roderigo of Mr. J. Gower was a very 
tolerable sketch. We had nearly omitted

We have not space to 
enter into a minute criticism of * The 
Bird in the Hand,’ &c.; but we hope to 
see it azain on these boards, Mr. Mays 
as Roderick Praiseworthy, played with his 
usual ability, He did not look old enough. 
Mr. W. E, Young as Reginald Prodigal, 
and Mrs Bressy as Madam Prodigal, 
created much applause and laughter by 
sheir able representation of the heartless 
and would-be fashionable couple. Mr. 
Mason played Capias Sharke, the man of 
law, very amusingly. Theodore Prodigal 
(Mr. F. J. Oliver) was very tame. Mr. 
G. Hopgood made up and played well as 
Button. The Ellen Prodigal of Miss 
Montague was played with a feeling and 
pathos that drew forth the hearty plaudits 
of the audience. 


The Good Samaritan Hall.— On 
the 17th instant finding ourselves near 
Little Saffron Hill, and having previously 
heard of such a place of entertainment, as 
heads this critique, we succeeded without 
much difficulty in finding it out.

(To the Editor of The Theatrical Journal ) 

S1r,—I beg to call your attention to the 
following arrangements that should be 
adopted by theatrical amateurs, the inser- 
tion of which, in your valuable journal, 
will greatly oblige, and if properly ad- 
hered to, would contribute greatly to do 
away with the present mismanagement 
that exists, and also render the petform- 
ances more pleasing to those who witness 





them ; besides improve those who perform, 
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not only in stage business, but also in 
pronunciation and sharpening of the me- 
mory :— 

Ist.—Let a number of young men— 
say from 20 to 30—form a club, and 
appoint a secretary and treasurer, each 
member paying an entrance fee of five shil- 
lings, and two shillings per week sub- 
scription. 2nd.—Cast young men for 
characters according to their ability of 
sustaining such, and if there be more than 
one competent to sustain a certain charac- 
ter, let there be a ballot for them. 8rd. 
—Appoint a convenient place, day, and 
hour for rehearsal, and let there be a fine 
imposed upon those who do not attend; 
also upon those who are not letter-perfect 
in their parts at rehearsal. 4th.—Appoint 
a stage manager and prompter, whose 
duties shall be to attend solely to the 
management of the performanee. 5th.— 
Allow no friends whatever behind the 
scenes during the performance. 6th.— 
Each and all of the company should take 
their turn in sustaining the parts of 
auxiliaries, 7th.—Let there be a per- 
formance once a week, and half of the 
company perform in their turn, so that all 
may have an opportunity of displaying 
their abilities. 


I consider, if Theatrical Amateurs | 
would adopt the above rules, it would 
greatly improve the present system; 


and I am certain that there are numerous 
young wen who would willingly embrace 
the opportunity of enrolling themselves, 
were a few of the leading amateurs to use 
their best «endeavours to establish a first- 
class * TuEaTrRicaL AMATEUR CLUB.’
